Enough Conservative Senators rallied 
to the support of Senator Meighen to carry 
his amendment to the report of the com- 
mittee on railway unification, though six 
of them bolted their leader and voted for 
the finding of the committee majority. 
The same day in the Commons, Hon. Dr. 
Manion reaffirmed his opposition to uni- 
fication as being “impossible,” and so far 
as known he has the pretty solid support 
of his followers in this stand. The net re- 
sult of the vote in the Senate is to add one 
more to the list of subjects on which Mr. 
Meighen and Dr. Manion do not see eye | 
to eye, and to indicate that—as between 
the two—most of the Conservative Sena- 
tors back Mr. Meighen. 

The outcome is exactly nil as regards 
the railways. The Commons will steam- 
roller the Meighen amendment promptly, 
if they even bother to put it on the 
agenda, Senators who do not have to 
run elections may flirt with the idea of 
merging the operation of the public- 
owned railway system with that of its 
competitor. Members of the Commons, 
who have to answer to their constituents 
at the polling booths, are not likely to 
commit political suicide; and that is what 
they would be doing if they gave approval 
to any scheme to scramble the railways. 


A Public Treasury Isn't a Fountain 


The Senate at Washington gave ap- 
proval to a farm appropriation bill for $1,- 
218,000,000, which now goes back to the 
House to have $318,000,000 added.

It Won't Happen 


Signor Gayda, chief press agent for 
Premier Mussolini, says there is no hope 
of peace until a sweeping revision of terri- 
tory is made which will place Germany 
and Italy on a basis of “economic parity” 
with other countries. To this end, he says, 
Italy and Germany are “united and ready 
for action”. 

Herr Hitler, the Signor thus suggests, 
was trifling with the truth when he told 
Prime Minister Chamberlain he had no in- 
tention of starting a war to recover Ger- 
many’s lost “colonies”. That may be; but 
what is plain is that there can be no real 
peace in the world while accredited 
spokesmen for powerful nations continue 
to talk in the tone of Signor Gayda. 

Demanding that other countries hand 
over territory as the price of immunity 
from attack can succeed only when ad- 
dressed to countries too weak to defend 
themselves; and the countries the Signor 
is thinking about do not happen to be in 
that plight. Addressed to powerful states, 
threats of this kind only carry conviction 
that if the surrender were made the im- 
munity would not be thereby secured. And 
if recent history means anything, the 
more the Trinity of Threat were given, the 
more they would demand. 

Gayda to the contrary, Italy and Ger- 
many will not resort to war to get a re- 
allocation of the world’s territory. They 
know any territory the could get by that 
means would not be worth the cost, and 
that they probably would get none. 


Editorial Notes 


From Rome comes news that nearly 50 
pounds of gold dinner plates, emblazoned 
with the arms of the Albanian royal house, 
have been seized by Italian searchers. The 
news would have come sooner but that the 
looters had trouble finding the treasure. 


Maybe is was all a mistake that Jap- 
anese warships stopped and searched a 
German liner, as they have been doing 
British and French merchant ships in 
Chinese waters. But it may have been 
only another hint from Tokyo that Japan 
is running its own affairs. There is a 
curious-looking report that the Japanese 
ambassadors at Berlin and Rome “refus- 
ed to tell the Nazi and Fascist govern- 
ments that Japan had turned down par- 
ticipation in the military alliance.” The 
hold-up of the German liner may have 
been Tokyo’s way of preparing its allies 
for the bad news.

A few more days and Edmonton will have its 
view of Their Majesties, as the triumphal tour 
Swings round on its return through the northern 
cities, and thence for the four-day visit to United 
States. The outburst of genuine affection they 
have inspired far exceeds the expectations of

Their Majesties to visit 
their Canadian dominion

subjects. Man is an animal with an instinct for 
worship. He loves to acclaim his ‘heroes, his 
leaders—even his favorite actors and actresses. 
It isn’t hard to raise acclaim for those in high 
places. But the special note of affection that 
King George and Queen Elizabeth have roused 
in Canadian hearts is something above the 
loyalty that subjects give their rulers. 

It may be too soon to attempt to analyse it, 
and profitless in any event. It may have its origin 
in the circumstances under which they came to 
the throne—the younger son living long in the 
shadows, serving on a fighting ship in war time 
with little expectation of ever being called to 
the throne, yet quietly preparing as an under- 
study in case of need, and overcoming a speech 
defect to fit him for public duty. Then there's 
the liking for the genuine love affair which 
brought the tall young Duke his winsome Scot- 
tish bride. “All the world,” it’s said, “loves a 
lover.” This is especially true where the prin- 
cipals move in the life of courts, where mar- 
riages are often dictated by policies of statecraft. 
Every man or woman sees his or her dreams re- 
flected in the admiring looks the King-Emperor 
bestows upon his charming Queen. 

Above all, in their happy family life, in their 
readiness to find pleasure in acts of kindness and 
in the affection of their humbler subjects, people 
find exemplars of whom they are proud. With 
very sincere meaning they utter the wish “Long 
live the King and his charming, kindly Queen.”

Unquestionably the Royal visit, apart even 
from the visit to President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
and to the World's Fair at New York, will greatly 
increase goodwill and understanding between the 
government and people of United States and the 
governments and peoples of Canada and Great 
Britain. American listeners on the radio have 
heard the voices of the King and Queen, and the 
acclaim they have met in Canada. They have 
been moved by words in eulogy of peace and 
harmony and the traditions of British justice, 
equally with the many kindly, human acts that 
speak in a language of understanding to all 
hearts. 

The servile press of Germany under the un- 
speakable Goebbels, may assure the people of 
Germany that the Royal visit was a flop, at- 
tended only by redskins with feathers in their 
hair. That only marks the knowledge of these 
totalitarian over-lords, that the Royal visit has 
greatly strengthened the bonds of democracy 
across the Atlantic.
